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ANNUAL    MEETING. 


The  regular  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  was  held  at 
their  office  on  Wednesday,  the  21st  March.  1855. 

Capt.  F.  E.  Rives  was  appointed  Chairman,  and  Jas.  Ligon 
Secretary. 

For  the  want  of  room  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  Town  Hall. 
The  Chairman,  upon  taking  his  seat,  asked  to  be  excused  from 
serving,  and  R.  K.  Meade.  Esq.,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

Mr.  Andrew  Kevan,  Dr.  Thos.  Withers  and  Goodmon  Da- 
vis were  appointed  a  Committee  to  examine  the  proxies,  which 
being  found  correct,  and  there  being  shares  of  stock  represented 
entitled  to  2261  votes,  making  a  quorum  present,  the  meeting  pro- 
ceeded to  business. 

Col.  Joseph  Bragg,  President  pro.  tem.,  presented  and  read  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  company  since 
the  21st  February,  when  he  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office. 

The  Chairman  read  "the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Common  Council  on  the  1st  March,  to  obtain  and  report  to  the 
council  such  information  concerning  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Petersburg  Railroad  Company,  and  the  recently  dis- 
covered defalcation  of  the  late  President  of  said  company,  and 
the  extent,  character,  history  and  circumstances  of  the  same,  as 
they  may  deem  it  advisable  for  the  council  to  possess,  for  the  di- 
rection of  the  proxies  of  the  city  in  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  and  to  make  such  suggestions  con- 
cerning the  management  of  said  company  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient,  with  a  view  to  the  better  conduct  of  its  affairs,  and  with 
a  view  especially  to  guard  against  future  defalcations  on  the  part 
of  its  officers."     See  published  report. 

On  motion  of  Capt.  H.  H.  Cooke,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  the  rules  and  regulations  recommended  by  the 
committee  of  the  council,  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs  of  this 
company,  be  adopted  f  which  resolution  was  adopted  unani- 
mously. 

On  motion  of  R.  R.  Collier,  it  was 

"Resolved,  For  as  much  as  it  is  not  made  satisfactorily  to  appear 
what  is  the  present  condition  of  the  affairs  of  this  company,  and 
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with  a  view  to  give  time  sufficient  to  digest  and  arrange  a  system 
for  the  future  management  of  the  said  affairs :  Resolved,  after  fix- 
ing the  salary  of  the  President,  that  we  proceed  to  the  election  of 
a  President  of  the  company,  and  the  five  Directors  thereof,  and 
that  the  said  President  and  Directors  be,  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  the  road,  and  to  digest  and 
report  a  system  for  the  management  thereof,  which  shall  define  the 
duties  to  be  assigned  to  each  officer,  and  to  inquire  into  and  report 
the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  on  the  1st  day  of  April 
next,  and  for  this  purpose  to  engage  the  services  of  one  or  more 
competent  accountants,  and  that  the  said  reports  be  made  to  an  ad- 
journed meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Monday  in  May  next." 

The  salary  of  the  President  was  then  fixed  at  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum.  The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
President  of  the  company  for  the  ensuing  year,  andO.  F.  Osboene, 
E.  O.  Britton,  W.  T.  Joynes,  and  Jno.  II.  Patterson  were  put 
in  nomination.  Upon  counting  the  ballots,  it  was  ascertained  that 
W.  T.  Joynes  had  received  1306  votes,  which  being  a  majority,  he 
was  declared  duly  elected  President  of  the  company  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  five  Directors, 
and  on  counting  the  ballots,  John  Kevan,  A.  G.  McIlwaine,  Ro- 
bert  Leslie,  R.  R.  Collier  and  Dr.  B.  H.  May  were  found  to 
have  the  largest  number  of  votes,  and  were  declared  duly  elected 
Directors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  this  meeting  be  now  adjourn- 
ed to  2d  Monday  in  May  next. 

Note. — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  for  the  year  ending  February  1, 1855, 
has  already  been  published. 


ADJOURNED   MEETING. 


Proceedings  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of 
the  Petersburg  Railroad  Company,  held  at  their  office  on  Monday, 
14th  May,  1855. 

There  being  a  quorum  present,  Col.  Joseph  Bragg  was  appoint- 
ed Chairman,  and  Jas.  Ligon,  Secretary. 

The  President  of  the  company,  W.  T.  Joynes,  presented  and 
read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  accompanied  by  the 
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statements  of  Wm.  F.  Bowden,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  the  company,  and  into 
the  account  of  H.  D.  Bird,  late  President.  Those,  with  other  do- 
cuments, were,  on  motion  of  Andrew  Kevan,  ordered  to  be  re- 
ceived, and  300  copies  thereof  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Stockholders. 

The  President  also  read  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  for  the  use  of  the  company,  which  were  approved  by  the 
meeting,  and  500  copies  thereof  were  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
pamphlet  form. 

The  meeting  ordered  it  to  be  entered  on  the  miuutes,  that  the 
proxies  were  not  examined  at  this  meeting,  by  a  committee,  as 
usual,  because  all  the  proxies,  in  virtue  of  which  stock  is  represent- 
ed in  this  meeting,  was  examined  and  found  to  be  regular  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  the  21st  March  last. 

On  motion  of  J.  H.  Patterson  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  of  this  company  be 
instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  uniting  this  company  with 
the  Greensville  &  Roanoke  Railroad  Company,  as  proposed  by  said 
company,  and  to  confer  with  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
company  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  union,  and  to  report  to  an 
adjourned  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  July  next." 

Capt.  F.  E.  Rives  offered  the  following: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Directors  of  this  company  be  instructed 
not  to  pay  any  dividend  on  the  stock  held  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  city,  before  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  July  next, 
unless  the  state  of  the  finances  of  said  company  will  enable  them 
to  pay  a  like  dividend  to  the  stockholders  generally."  The  vote 
being  taken  on  this  resolution,  it  was  rejected. 

Capt.  Rives  then  offered  the  following  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  company  obtain  the  opin- 
ion of  two  eminent  counsel,  not  residents  of  the  city  of  Petersburg, 
as  to  the  right  of  the  city  of  Petersburg  to  a  dividend  of  one  and 
a  half  percent.,  semi-annually,  on  the  stock  transferred  to  the  city 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  Virginia ;  also,  in  relation  to 
all  rights  in  other  respects  pertaining  to  the  city,  by  virtue  of 
such  transfer,  and  that  the  President  report  thereon  to  the  adjourn- 
ed meeting."     This  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  the  second  Monday  in  July 
next. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Directors  submit  the  following  Report: 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  stockholders,  adopted  on 
the  21st  March,  requiring  the  Board  to  appoint  a  Superintendent, 
the  Board  have  appointed  Mr.  Thomas  Sharp  t'o  that  office,  upon 
the  duties  of  which  he  entered  on  the  10th  day  of  April.  Mr. 
Sharp  was  for  many  years  Superintendent  of  the  Richmond,  Fre- 
dericksburg and  Potomac  Railroad,  and  subsequently  of  the  Vir- 
ginia and  Tennessee  Railroad,  and  enjoys  a  high  reputation  for 
skill  and  success  in  railroad  management.  The  Board  consider 
themselves  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  his  services,  and  an- 
ticipate from  them  much  benefit  to  the  company. 

The  Board  have  made  out  a  sytem  of  By-Laws  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  company,  which  is  herewith  submitted,  in  compliance 
with  so  much  of  the  resolution  of  the  stockholders  as  requires  the 
Board  to  digest  and  report  a  system  for  the  management  of  the 
company.  These  By-Laws  embrace  the  general  regulations  which 
are  supposed  to  have  been  within  the  contemplation  of  the  stock- 
holders, and  especially  those  relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  officers,  and  embody  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  of 
the  Common  Council,  which  were  approved  by  the  stockholders. 
There  are  other  regulations  of  a  subordinate  character,  which  must, 
of  necessity,  it  is  supposed,  be  left  to  the  Board ;  and  regulations 
of  this  sort  are  not  embraced  among  those  now  reported.  A  sys- 
tem of  rules  and  regulations  has  been  prepared  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  adopted  by  the  Board,  for  the  management  of  the  bu- 
siness under  his  control.  A  copy  of  these  regulations  is  submitted 
with  this  report. 

When  the  Board  came  into  office  they  found  Mr.  William  F. 
Bowden  engaged  in  an  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  company,  under  the  direction  of  the  former  Board.  In  pursu- 
ance of  the  resolution  of  the  stockholders,  the  Board  engaged  Mr. 
Bowden  to  continue  his  investigations,  and  to  make  out  a  report 
of  the  actual  condition  of  the  company's  affairs,  as  required  by 
that  resolution.  Mr.  Bowden  has  presented  his  report  to  the 
Board,  accompanied  by  a  series  of  statements,  marked  respective- 
ly from  A  to  H ;  all  of  which  are  herewith  submitted. 
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It  appears  from  statement  G,  that  the  whole  amount  of  liabili- 
ties of  the  company,  on  1st  February,  was  $231,214.58.  Deduct- 
ing debts  due  the  company,  including-  that  due  from  Mr.  Bird,  the 
balance  of  liabilities  was*$l  82,211.45,  which  embraces  the  liabili- 
ties of  every  sort.  Such  of  the  outstanding  debts  reported  in  the 
last  annual  report,  due  to  the  company,  as  were  considered  bad, 
have  been  placed  to  the  account  of  profit  and  loss. 

Statement  H  shows  the  claims  against  the  company  on  the  1st 
February,  not  embraced  in  the  last  annual  report,  amounting  to 
$23,763.34. 

Statement  B  shews  the  bills  payable,  the  amount  of  which,  on 
the  first  February,  was  $94,273.94.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been 
paid  since  that  day,  $35,418.43,  as  shown  by  the  same  statement 
The  bills  payable  amounted,  on  the  1st  day  of  May  instant,  to 
$73,683.26,  and  the  amount  of  promissory  notes,  not  negotiable, 
executed  since  the  present  Board  have  been  in  office,  is  $11, 419.49; 
all  of  which  is  shown  by  statement  X,  herewith  submitted. 

The  statement  F  shows  the  true  state  of  Mr.  Bird's  account, 
crediting  him  for  services  as  Superintendent,  subsequent  to  the  1st 
February.  The  balance  due  the  company,  as  shown  by  this  state- 
ment, is  $30,875.37. 

Statements  C,  D  and  E  contain  corrections  of  several  of  the 
most  important  accounts  on  the  books. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Bowden's  statements  are  all  made 
up  to  the  1st  day  of  February,  so  as  to  show  the  actual  condition 
of  the  company  on  that  day,  to  which  the  annual  accounts  are  made 
up.  The  resolution  of  the  stockholders  required  the  Board  to 
report  the  condition  of  the  company,  as  of  the  1st  day  of  April ; 
but,  as  this  would  have  been  impracticable,  without  making  a  full 
settlement  of  the  books  and  accounts  to  that  day,  and,  as  a  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  company's  affairs  on  that  day  could 
not  have  been  readily  compared  with  the  statements  contained  in 
the  last  annual  report,  it  was  thought  that  the  object  of  the  stock- 
holders would  be  best  accomplished  by  making  up  the  statements 
to  the  1st  day  of  February. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  business  of  the  road  during 
the  months  of  February,  March  and  April,  of  the  present  year, 
and  during  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year :

From  this  statement,  it  appears  that  there  is  a  difference  in  fa- 
vor of  those  three  months  of  the  present  year,  of  $3,214.90,  of 
which  $2,960.14  is  increase  on  freight,  and  $254.76  is  increase  on 
travel;  and  that  the  receipts  from  freights,  during  the  month  of 
April,  of  this  year,  were  $3,540.23  over  these  of  April,  1854. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  company,  on  the  1st  day  of  February, 
as  already  stated,  was  $182,211.45.  Before  the  re-construction  of 
the  road  in  1851,  the  debt  had  been  reduced  to  less  than  $45,000, 
and  there  was  expended  in  the  re-construction,  $216,562.96,  so  that 
the  present  debt  is  due  entirely  to  the  re-construction.  Though 
the  present  debt  is  inconsiderable,  compared  with  the  property,  re- 
sources and  business  of  the  company,  it  is  yet  sufficient  to  defer  for 
some  time  the  payment  of  dividends  to  the  stockholders,  without 
some  arrangement  for  its  liquidation. 

Moreover,  it  will  be  indispensible  to  make  a  considerable  ex- 
penditure during  the  present  year,  in  repairs  and  improvements  to 
the  road,  bridges  and  depots,  in  the  purchase  of  cars,  &c,  so  that 
there  will  be  a  smaller  amount  of  profit  applicable  to  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  present  debt  than  would  otherwise  be  available  for  that 
purpose. 

It  is  believed  that  a  satisfactory  arrangement,  for  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  debt,  might  be  made,  but,  as  legislation  would  be  ne- 
cessary to  accomplish  any  plan  that  might  be  suggested,  other  than 
the  borrowing  of  money  at  par,  the  Board  have  not  matured  any 
plan  for  the  consideration  of  the  stockholders.  They  suggest  the 
propriety  of  applying  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  nest  ses- 
sion, for  such  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this 
object,  in  such  way  as  the  stockholders  may  deem  best. 

The  stockholders  of  the  Greensville  and  Eoanoke  Railroad 
Company,  at  their  annual  meeting  on  the  11th  insi,  appointed  a 
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committee  to  negotiate  with  this  company  on  the  subject  of  amal- 
gamating the  two  companies  into  one,  in  pursuance  of  the  acts  of 
Assembly,  passed  for  that  purpose,  both  in  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina,  and  with  authority  to  settle  the  terms  of  such  an  ar- 
rangement. They  also  resolved  to  re-lay  their  road  with  ieavy 
iron,  in  case  the  proposed  union  of  the  two  companies  could  not 
be  effected,  and  gave  authority  to  raise  money  for  that  purpose. 
A  copy  of  the  resolution  on  the  subject  of  the  union  of  the  com- 
panies, which  has  been  communicated  to  the  Board,  is  herewith 
submitted. 

"Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  with  the  Petersburg  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  a  union  of  the  two  companies  into  one,  and,  in  case  of 
their  coming  to  any  agreement,  that  they  be  authorized  to  arrange 
and-  consummate  it  according  to  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  acts 
of  the  Legislatures  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  passed  for 
the  purpose." 

Passed  by  the  Greensville  Railroad  Company,  at  their  Annual 
Meeting  of  stockholders,  11th  May,  1855. 

The  Board  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  considering  the 
proposition  of  the  Greensville  Company  since  their  resolution  was 
received,  and  have  not  had  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
in  which  it  is  understood  the  proposition  is  discussed.  The  Board 
are  not  prepared,  therefore,  to  submit  any  definite  recommenda- 
tion on  the  subject.  They  regard  the  proposition,  however,  as  one 
of  no  small  interest  to  this  company,  and  recommend  it  to  the  at- 
tentive consideration  of  the  stockholders.  The  stockholders  of 
the  Greensville  Company  adjourned  to  meet  again  on  the  22nd 
instant.
